Oh onn day In July of this year 
1,080,948 persons wero In receipt of 
poor relief In 91 selected areas of 
Great Mrltaln. While this Is 1.7 per 
cent less than the previous month, It 
is 53.9 per cent greater than in .Tilly, 
1929. According to advices Just re 
cclred by Hankers Trust Company of 
NVw York from its British Informa¬ 
tion Hevrice, 601 out of every 10,000 
of the estimated population were In 
receipt of aid In July of this year 
compared with fill in June and only 
391 In July of last year. 

Of the above total of 1.080, 918. 909.- 
019 were persons Jiving In England or 
Wales, and of this total 114,781 re¬ 
ceived Indoor relief and the balance, 
791,261. received outdoor relief. In 
Scotland the total receiving aid. was 
171,903. of which 9.181 received Indoor 
relief and 162,119 outdoor relief.

Mort Than Eighty Families Settle In 
One District In Saskatchewan 

More than 80 families from Kaunas 
and adjacent mid western states have 
been settled in title vicinity of Eaton 
nnd Tyner, Saak., since May of this 
year, and one of the largest American 
agricultural communities In western 
Canada ts in process of formation, ac¬ 
cording to L. B. Boyd, superintendent 
of the land nnd colonization depart¬ 
ment of tho Canadian National rail 
ways at St. Haul, Minn. 

The settlement has been effected di¬ 
rectly as a result of the efforts of the 
department and the land has been 
purchased from the railway. The ex¬ 
perience this year has boon fihat the 
new settlers have been fco pleased 
with their laud and prospect* that 
thc> have been iuducing relatives and 
friends in the T’nltod States to Join 
them, and a big Influx 1 h expected next 
spring, Mr. Boyd stated. 

These 80 families, according to Mr. 
Hoyd, represent a cash Investment In 
Saskatchewan of at least half a mil¬ 
lion dollars, every family being pre¬ 
pared to Invest at least $5,000 cash in 
laud and oquifmrent onco they have 
satisfied themselves that the land can 
support them. In every ease the head

However, as high as 23 
cents per pound is being hid for llie^ 
product from the Pacific Const, and 
despatches indicate there will b«* no 
difficulty In disposing of any aurplus 
over home requirements in the Prairie 
Provinces. 

Willie there Is u wide variety In fla¬ 
vor of honey in any section, because 
bees gather the nectar from tunzi) dif¬ 
ferent sources, that made In Hritish 
Columbia, on account of the great 
range in climate, seems to be distinct 
from any other in the Dominion. The 
honey coming from-apiaries located in 
the mountains has a particularly 
pleasing flavor In most case*, but just 
what plant is responsible for tlys Is 
not altogether known. Rees may in 
a few minute* roach a spot on the 
uinuululn side that Is almost inaccessi¬ 
ble to man. Prospectors have report¬ 
ed seeing bees working over a plant, 
locally known as false heather which 
grows on high, rocky ledges 


Dr. < Layton Huberts Orion. Profes¬ 
sor oi Plant Pathology at Pennsyl¬ 
vania Sate College is engaged In re-, 
search along this line and has been 
able to trace the spread of plant dis¬ 
eases through seed distribution In 
many caaes. Through the sale and dis¬ 
tribution of infected seed, parasites 
have bee n widely distributed through¬ 
out the production areas of the world 
Home parasites, such as tin? cereal 
kui ms, are known to be distributed 
wherever these crops ire grown 

Seed treatment of wheat, oats, bar¬ 
ley, etc., will control smuts and tuber 
diseases and result in a yield increase 
\ allied greatly in excess of the ex 
I* use involved* For seed disinfection, 
formaldehyde, copper and corrosive 
sublimate have been generally con¬ 
sidered standard, but ouch has its 
liniitail »ns_ More recently organic nier 
• lilies have come to the attention of 
scientist* studying the problem of seed 
disinfection. These appear to be nil- 
porinr to any material previously used, 
gl 'lnj» as wide a range of toxicity to 
part**li< s and a much wider margin of 
sa f**t >. 

Seodsinen ar*- beginning in evince 
interest in seed treatment and it Is 
predicted that In a few years only 
dislnfi cled seed will be sold or seed

The 
sows receiving the tankage lost 29E 
pounds less than those in The other 
lot. vfhile the litters of tankage-fed 
lot gained 12 L. pounds more than 
those in the check lot This test Is 
reported In the Hrundon Experimental 
Farm report for 1925. available at the 
Publication.* Blanch of the Depart- 
men of Agriculture, Ottawa.

Country Can Beast of Two Smallest 
In World 

England may not be able to boast 
the largest public railway In tho 
world, but she baa no hesitation In 
claiming to possess the smallest. In¬ 
deed, notices to that effect are posted 
on the line running from Ravenglasn, 
the old Roman port in Cumberland, 
to Boot, under the shadow of Soafell. 
Its length Is seven miles. Its gauge Is 
fifteen Inches, and the engines are ex¬ 
act replicas in miniature of the ex¬ 
press engines built for broad gauge 
lines. Each locomotive Is about two 
feet and a half high and with its ten¬ 
der measures 12 feet 8 Inches in 
length. As for the carriages, they re¬ 
semble church pews, be Ing open on all 
sides and without roofs. So In rainy 
weather It is a common sight for tlio 
train to arrive with Its passengers 
holding up umbtellus. The carriages 
only hold two people a side, four to 
the compartment.

Strange Method For 


Promoting Longevity 


3iologist Says Decaapitated Butter¬ 
flies Live Longer Than Other* 

The strangept method ever devised 
for the promotion of longevity has 
just h< en presented to the British 
Academy of Sciences by Father Cain- 
Inapt, a missionary in Madagascar, 
who. in addition to hlj lulssionarx 
Hciivi i* s, has for many years pursued 
biological studies which have gained 
him a reputation as a scientist. 

Briefly, his conclusion is that decap¬ 
itated butterflies live longer than their 
fellows, who are left as Nature made 
them. 

Some fifteen years ago M. Edmond 
Perrier reported to the Academy of 
Sciences his discovery that, if certain 
caterpillars were decapituted In such 
a way as to cause tho minimum loss 
of blood, they would continue the na¬ 
tural course ol their development, and, 
after passing through tho chrysalis 
stage, emerge a* perfectly healthy 
but headless butterflies. He found that 
those which he decapiiated li.'ed 
longer than the others. „ 

Scientists who have studied the 
phenomenon hale come lo tin* con- 
clu ion that tills is simply because 
they lead a much less active liA*. A 
perfect butterfly quickly spend* his 
siren‘gli in activity, whereas ids head¬ 
less fellows, leading much more placid 
lives, wear out their vital forces at a 
slower late, ami thus attain a com 
para’ iv • •!} i ipe old age.

General Advance Of 
Fifteen Per Cent. Made 
In Ocean Freight Rates 


Says Three Countries 
Should Control The 
World’s Wheat Markets 


Montreal.-—Effective Immediately, a 
general advance of 17 per cent has 
been made in the freight rules from 
Canadian ports to the United King 
dom by the steamship lines repre¬ 
sented in the Canadian truns-Atlan¬ 
tic conference, announcement of this 
having been submitted by A. O. Min- 
shall, conference secretary on behalf 
of tho companies concerned. 

Reasons given for this rise in rates 
Is attributed to the increasing cost of 
coal ami to the necessity for ships 
having to take coal aboard in this 
country for the )’<» :e ' « tbq*- re¬ 


ducing die amount of their available 
cargo-curry ing space. 

The commodities that "ill be af¬ 
fected by tills surcharge are only 
those included in the list dealt witli 
under tlie jurisdiction of tlio confer¬ 
ence. Cuttle, flour and grains are not 
affected by the new rates, as those do 
not come under purview of the lines 
as a whole. 

No change has been made in the 
freight rates lo the continent, the as¬ 
sumption being that ships can coal at 
any of the ports at which they dis¬ 
charge cargo outside the United King¬ 
dom.

His project whs submitted to the 
American Assocla tlon for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science, which body 
considered it quite feasible, and thf 
Smithsonian institution backed It with 
generous financial support.

Should the Russians reach 
their goal they would have to carry 
out their exploration handicapped 
with heavy oxygen apparatus by wldch 
to breathe. During the lunar night, 
which lasts two weeks, tho tempera 
ture would bo worse than that of tho 
polar regions, and ln tho daytime, 
equally long, the terrific hest of tho 
sun. untempered by an atmosphere 
and never clouded, would bo unbeata¬ 
ble.

Last year's field 
crops were valued at tl*HM91,099 
to the growers and it pat the west 
in the prosperity column. Mr. Smith 
believes it is a fair aaeamption that • 
this year the return will not he loos.' 

An interesting estimate of Can- ' 
ada’s per capita wealth has been 
made hy the League of Nations, with 
comparative figures of 22 years age. 
In 1925 the per capita wealth in 
this country amounted to $2,406, as 
contrasted with $1,100 per capita in 
1908. Out of the 35 nations listed, 
Canada ranks third, the United 
States showing $2,918 and Great 
Britain $2,459 par capita, respec¬ 
tively.

With a view to obtaining financial 
assistance of some kind with which 
to aid the emigration of Austrian 
farmers to Canada, Dr. Hoinrich 
Montel, an Austrian Govern moot 
official, arrived in this country re¬ 
cently on board the Canadian Pacific 
S.S. “Montroyal.” There art 1$^000 
Austrian farmers who would emi¬ 
grate to Canada, stated Dr. Montel, 
all of them practical farmers, but 
tboy do not posaeas sufficient funds 
to pay their passage to this country. 

Bgypt may include Canada among 
those countries in which she will bo 
without representation, according to 
a statement made recently by Emile 
Shorten i, acting as unofficial am¬ 
bassador to Canada wbo arrived in 
Canada on the Canadian Pacific 
liner “Minnadoaa.” Mr. Sharteoi is 
trying to interest Egypt in Canadian 
flour and timber, and in return ex¬ 
pects the Dominion to reciprocate 
by purchasing cotton, dried fruits, 
ate., direct from Egypt instead of 
through the middlemen in London 
or Now York. 

Walking about on a two-foot wide

It took eight 
days for Held and his assistant, 
Richard Roucher, of Three Rivers, 
to move the platform, eecujed by a 
haavy cable, up the side of the chim¬ 
ney, in order to begin wort at the 
to,. 

Lord Clarendon, Under-Seeratary 
of State for Dominion Affairs in 
the British Government, soiled for 
England from Q u ebec on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific liner “Empress ef 
France," September 29th, bringing 
te a close an sa t e n ded tour of the 
Dominion investigating the condi¬ 
tions under which the 8400-family 
immigrant schossa is being carried 
out in jCanada. His Lordship, who 
is chairman of the Overseas Settle¬ 
ment Board under whose auspices 
this scheme is being conducted, made 
the statement before his dspsrturo 
that ha was greatly satisfied with 
the conditions amongst Britishers 
who have settled In Canada under 
this scheme.

Human Flies Scale C.P.R. Chimney 


alking around a two-foot-wld* 
platform that encircled tha top 
of tha 218-foot* high chimney at the 
and of the Wtndfor street station 
train platforms, Haary Held, of , 
New York, and Richard Boucher, of 
Three Rivera, drew many eyas from 
neighboring streets and from the 
windows of the C.P.R. offices The 
man had bean engaged by tha com¬ 
pany te repaint tha bricks, clean 
tha surface and repair tha light¬ 
ning rods on tha huge chimney. 

Tha wort of getting the platform 
to the top of the chimney occupied 
tha men for eight days. Every up¬ 
ward movement of the platform was 
to a height of six feet and at the 
last minute of completing this work 
one of the men would be standing 
on a single plank, the reet having 
been raised to the upper position. 
This ticklish work was to tha on- 
looker dangerous in the extreme, 
but the men thought nothing of it. 

Asked if he ever suffered from 
attacks of vertigo, Held laughed 


and said he never had. “1 feel just r 
as safe up there as 1 do on the’ 
ground.” He is a man over sixtv 
year* of age and has been do.nj 
this kind of work for the past forte 
years. "1 feel right at home on the , 
C.P.R. chimney, he added, “for I 
built It in 1912.” However, he 
thinking of quitting in another coj- ! 
pie of years, although his nerve 
as good as ever it was He owns a 
half-section of land in Alberta and 
it ie there that he says he will 
settle down. 

Both men moved with the same 
ease at the perilous height as 
though they were walking on the 
street. At times, when hauling a 
plank upwards, one of them stooped 
over the edge of the platform look¬ 
ing sheer down the drop of 200 feet. 
At other times they swung out from 
the walls of the chimney perched on 
a tiny cradle. At all times they 
appeared to have complete mastery 
of the situation. 

Although it took them eight dayi 
to hoist the platform to its present 
position, they glided from it to the 
ground on a cradle in slightly less 
than a minute
